Progress in Telephoning Without Wires—Appliances to Make Submarines Safe—Auto- 
mobile Bank-in New York—Europe Provides Baths in Schools— 
Auto Tires Puncture-Proof. 


FUTURE OF WIRELESS TELEPHONE. 

It is the wireless telephone instead of the wireless 
telegraph that is to prove of future importance, if wi 
may accept the view of Prof. Ma¢chie, a prominent 
Paris electrician. Beginning hfs experiments five 
years ago he used the earth as a conductor, sending 
telegraph messages two miles, and a year later, using 
the sea as conductor, he was able to communicate 
from Toulon over the sea to Ajaccio in Corsica, a dis- 
tance of 180 miles. In his later efforts the sounds 
have been transmitted through the air without 
grounding. For this a telephone instrument, con- 
nected with a three-cell battery and a special induc- 
tion coil, was mounted on a table in Maichie’s gar- 
den and a similar apparatus was placed 110 feet away 
in his study, with several walls intervening. Speech 
was heard very distinctly. Increase of power is ex- 
pected to extend the range indefinitely, and greater 
delicacy of apparatus should be evolved with ex- 
perience. 


SAFETY FOR SUBMARINES. 

Henry Middleton, a London inventor, has patented 
a submarine from which it appears possible for the 
crew to escape if the machinery should get out of 
order while the boat is at the bottom of the sea. The 
conning tower is a detachable compartment, which 
can be separated from the boat proper by compressed 
air. It is lighter than water, so that when detached 
it rises to the surface, and its top, projecting above 
the water, becomes visible to rescuers. The inventor 
claims also for his boat that it can be submerged 
quicker than the present type of submarine. The 
craft has two pairs of fins at the sides, worked by 
electricity. ‘“‘They act,’’ said Mr. Middleton, “‘like 
the fins of a fish in propelling the boat, while, ac- 
cording as they are inclined up vr down, they cause 
the vessel to sink or rise. A large crew jis not neces- 
sary. All the work can be done by one man, who 
Stands at a table on which are several levers. He 
directs the movements of the submarine by turning 
a handle or pressing a button.”’

AN AUTOMOBILE BANK. 

A bank on wheels is the latest thing in New York, 
a bank that goes-to the people to collect their money 
instead of waiting for depositors to walk up and 
leave it. The Night and Day Bahk, at Pifth avenue 
and Forty-fourth street, has started this new way of 
doing things. Recently it put in force a collection 
System by which its depositors are saved the trouble 
of visiting the bank and are enabled to deposit all 
the money on hand at a late hour at night without 
the risk of sending it to the bank by messenger. To 
make the collections the bank officials have had built 
a specially designed automobile with a limousine 
body. Taking up the greater part of the space in 
the body of the machine is a large safe, built into 
the automobile so that it cannot be removed. There

SCHOOL CHILDREN KEPT CLEAN. 

Dr. James Kerr, medical officer, and Dr. F. Rose, 
assistant educational adviser of the London County 
Council, were appointed soe time ago to 
the practice of providing school baths 
Continent. Their report just issued will 
They visited 12 different cities 
in Germany and Holland, and 3% schools, In every 
town they found installations for bathing children at 
school, and indeed in Germany they ascertained that 
small places of 3000 or 4000 inhabitants made similar 
arrangements. The general plan followed is to pro- 
vide a warm, followed by a cold shower bath, which, 
it is added, affords facilities not only for the cleans- 
ing, but the invigoration of the body. Both boys 
and girls take their baths mainly in their respective 
groups, and particular attention has been paid to the 
dressing room arrangements. In deference to Roman 
Catholie opinion, special means for separate dressing 
and bathing have been provided in some places, par- 
ticularly at Cologne. But, continues the report, “so 
long as sufficient arrangements provide against chil- 
dren interfering with each others’ clothes, there is 
nothing to be gained by undue privacy, the children 
being free from feelings generally attributed to 
them.”’ 


PUNCTURE-PROOF AUTO TIRES. 
What is claimed to be an absolutely puncture-proof 
pneumatic tire has recently been placed upon the 


market by an Indianapolis (Ind.) firm. The tire is 
made in two styles—a heavy, solid rubber tread for 
pleasure cars and a steel tread for commercial vehi- 
cles. When fitted with the former this new tire con- 
sists of a pneumatic tire resting on a steel rim and 
encased in two steel bands that follow the contour 
of the pneumatic tire until about one-third of the 
tread is covered,’ the steel bands being bolted to the 
rim of the wheel. In the opening left on the tread 
is placed a solid rubber tire, which, being very thick, 
prevents the pneumatic tire’s tread being punctured, 
and the steel bands on the sides prevent the pneu- 
matic tire from coming off and from wear and rim- 
cutting. When the pneumatic is pumped up the solid 
tire, which is reinforced by two endless wire cables 
imbedded during the process of manufacture, cannot 
creep.. For commercial vehicles a hollow steel ring 
takes the place of the solid rubber tire. This may 
be covered with a rawhide or rubber cover to obviate 
noise while running on paved streets,

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MME. CURIE AT THE SORBONNE. 
Paris Letter to Pall Mall Gazette. 

For the first time in the long and glorious history 
of the Sorbonne we have seen a woman installed as 
professor. That woman is none other than the dis- 
tinguished Mme. Curie, so closely associated with her 
husband in the discovery of that singular substance 
which has received the name-of radium. M. Curie, 
who met with a particularly cruel death in the streets 
of Paris a few months ago, was regarded by the 
French Government as the actual discoverer of ra- 
dium, but on the great occasion when.the world of 
Savants assembled to do him honor in the amphi- 
theater of the Sorbonne he freely acknowledged the 
large part that his gifted helpmeet had taken in the 
preparatory work and in those researches that led 
ultimately to the discovery. Indeed, Mme, Curie was 
so little behind her distinguished husband that she 
is regarded by some books of reference as the actual 
discoverer., This is the remarkable woman who has 
been appointed by the University of Paris to lecture 
on radio-active substances. 

The new professor is still a young woman. She is 
of the pure type of Pole, slim in figure and light of 
hair. You immediately note the high frontal develop- 
ment, the gray-blue eyes seemingly sunk far into the 
head, and of a great softness of expression. The nose 
is well marked, the mouth firm, and the chin indica- 
tive of a strong will. She was already a doctor of 
science when she married Prof. Curie. It was the 
similarity of the studies they were pursuing that first 
awakened the current of sympathy between the young 
Polish girl, Mlle. Skliodowska, and the young and 
modest chemist.

R.—To take the “shine’’ from cloth, roll up the gar- 
ment in a wet cloth and leave for some hours, unétl 
the garment is very damp.

resin, to each half gallon of the batter. As the resin 
does not dissolve readily, set pan containing ingredi- 
ents over moderate fire, constantly stirring until) ft 
boils and thickens, and a short time after put out to 
cool.

ALBANY, N. Y., Novy. 24,—Lawyer 
Albert T. Patrick ,brother of Mrs. John 
T. Milliken of St. Louis, has won his 
fight for life. He will not die in the 
electric chair. Before Gov. NHiggins 
gives up his office as chief executive 
of the State, he will sign a commuta- 
tion of the death sentence. imposed aft- 
er Patrick's conviction of the murder of 
‘William Marsh Rice. Life imprison- 
ment will be Patrick's fate. 

Whether the commutation of the 
death sentence will be brought about 
without a further hearing on the part 
of witnesses for Patrick or whether a 
commission will be appointed by the 
‘Governor to look into the mass of 
medical and other expert testimony 
submitted to him recently has not been 
fully determined upon. Gov. Higgins, 
however, will not permit the sentence of 
the law in Patrick’s case to be carried 
out. 

Patrick all along has declared that he 
‘did not want to have his sentence com- 
muted to life imprisonment. He has 
told his friends and his attorneys that 
all he wanted was “justice” and if that 
was denied him he would rather march 
to the death chair. 


Patrick Doesn’t Know’ Yet. 
Patrick even went so far some time 


a0 as tO address a letter to Gov. Hig- 
gins in which he told the executive that 


he would refuse any kind of clemency 


that might be offered to him. 

“IT will accept no compromise,"’ Pat- 
rick wrote to the Governor. Patrick 
has not yet learned of the Governor's 
decision. 

Patrick's fight for life is the most re- 
markable of its kind ever made in this 
country. o other person has ever been 
confined as long in a death house await- 
ing execution as has Patrick. For more 
than four years and sé¢ven months he 
has been living within the shadow of 
the electric chair. During that time he 
has been present when 17 other unfor- 
tunates were taken from their cells and 
marched along the narrow passage 
which separates the condemned cel] 
block from the execution chamber at 
Sing Sing.

Widinvs to Install Return Cables 


Lets Electricity Ruin 
Water Pipes. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 24.—Chicago is under- 
going a costly attack of electrolysis. 

This trouble, always a menace to life 
and property in modern city streets, has 
recently been precipitated to an unwont- 
ed degree by the characteristic thrift 
of the Union Traction Co. in neglecting 
to equip its new troHey lines with ‘‘re- 
turn cables’ or other devices for carry- 
ing the electricity back to the power 
house. 

By this economy the company un- 
doubtedly has saved a good many thou- 
sand dollars. City Electrician Carroll 
did not know last night how much it 
had saved, and none of the company’s 
officials would tell. It is a safe guess, 
however, that the electricity now rac- 
ing back to the power house through the 
gas mains and water pipes conveniently 
located underground will cost the city 
ten times as much as the company has 
saved.

Maker’s Marks Had Been Re- 
moved to Hide the Wear- 
er’s Identity.

HERKIMER, N. Y., Nov. 2.—The 
trial of Chester E. Gillette for the mur- 
der of ‘“‘Billy’’ Brown, his factory-girl 
sweetheart, came to a stop at noon to- 
day, when Judge Davendorf ordered an 
adjournment until Monday morning 
next. The expert medical testimony 
which District Attorney Ward planned 
last night to receive today was held 
back on account of the shortness of the 
session. He did not wish the sequence 
of the examination to be broken by ad- 
journment. 

The State spent the morning battering 
merctlessly the theory which the Gil- 
lette lawyers’ have sought to bolster up 
that the injuries found on Grace 
Brown’s head and face were caused 
after the body had been taken from 
Big Moose Lake. To counteract the 
defendant’s effort in this direction, Dis- 
trict Attorney Ward swore John Denio, 
a stage driver at Big Moose Lake and a 
witness upon which the defense had 
been. counting strongly. 

Denio drove the wagon which carried 
the body of “Billy’’ Brown over two 
miles of mountain road between the Ho- 
tel Gilmore and Big Moose Station. The 
man reached Herkimer only about two 
minutes before. court convened, having 
traveled all night to answer a tele- 
graphic summons by Mr. Ward. 

The defense wished to show that the 
bruises on the body were caused by the 
jolting of the wagon. 

“The wagon in which I moved the 
voung lady’s body,’’ said Denio, ‘‘was 
equipped with six springs. The road at 
the time was smooth. No, we did not 
strike a rock all the way down over the 
two miles. The road was dry that morn- 
ing, but I went slowly. It took 55 min- 
utes to cover the two miles.”’

It is believed that he obtained a key, 
and that friends were waiting outside 
to take him away. No trace of his 
whereabouts has been discovered. 

The crime for which Terry was tried 
and convicted is one of the most fre- 
markable on record. He is stated to 
belong to an old Kentish family and to 
have been educated at Etén and Ox- 
ford He was for some time in the 
army, and then traveled extensively. 

His travels imbued him with the idea 
of a “‘yellow peril,”’ and he published a 
book on the subject called ‘‘The Shadow 
of the Empire,”” which dealt with the 
danger of the unrestrictetl admission 
of yellow races to Britith Colonies. 

The book was published In New Zea- 
land, but it failed to attract the atten 
tion which the author wished.

Chester, Il!., and the Illinots Southern 
Railway Co. The threat of the company 
to cease running trains to Chester and 
intermediate points was carried into ef- 


fect during the week, when all agents 


of the Illinois Southern were instructed 
to cease selling tickets to Chester. 
Menard and Fort Gage. The last pas- 


®enger train was run out of Chester 


Tuesday night. 

The politics in the case is furnished 
by Gov. Deneen as represented by the 
Penitentiary commission, who have 
shown a marked preference for the Iron 
Mountain Railroad. The trouble dates 
back about three years ago, when the 
fight was on in the Republican ranks 
over the Illinois gubernatorial nomina- 
tion. John R. Walsh, owner of the IIll- 
nois Southern, and proprietor of the 
Chicago Chronicle, «championed the 
cause of Frank Lowden, as against the 
candidacy of Gov. Deneen. 

The trouble between the commission 


and the railroad company started origin- 


ally when the Illinois Southern officials 
refused the Iron Mountain the right to 
lay a switch across their main track. 
They entered suit to prevent their rival 
from carrying out their action, asking 
an injunction. Ejectment proceedings 
were instituted against the Illinols 
Gouthern Railway, as a countercharge, 
it being alleged that under the statutes 
the railroad company had no right to 
enter the prison grounds. Although the 
commission had granted them the right 


ft was beyond their power to do so. 


The law governing the erection and 
operation of the Penitentiary did not 
vest in them the power to grant to ans 
other corporation or railroad compan) 
to operate within the prison grounds. 


The case was heard by Judge Bur- 
roughs of the Circuit Court and he 
upheld the contention of the eject- 
ment suit, issuing an order for the 
vacation of the prison grounds by. the 
Illinois Southern Railroad on the 14th 
month. The company, how- 
ever, erved the right for a new 
trial, which was granted by the pay- 
ing of the costs in the present case. 
It will probably come up for hear- 
ing at the March term of the Ran- 
dolph County Circuit Court. 

In\the meantime John R. Walsh, the 
owner of the Illinols Southern, per- 
ceived a prominent political aspect to 
the case and began to get busy. An 
ultimatum was issued that unless the 
order was retracted the railroad com- 


pany would vacate the grounds. They

Made New York Notice Him. 

Richard Murphy first came into New 
York’s notice in June, 1901, when he ap- 
Peawtsincen nas cnt, 

and-for several days 
had the better part of the town at his 
feet. He was only 11 years of age at 
the time, but he had great financiers, a 
distinguished priest and scores of re- 
porters dancing attendance upon him. 

Young Murphy was said to be an ed- 
itor, sociologist, thinker, political econo- 
mist, admirer of Bryan and enemy of 
McKinley, the trusts and militarism. 

On June 5, 1901, he suddenly dropped 
from his lofty perch, for a telegram 
was received from his father stating 
that the boy had been lying to all those 
with whom he had come in contact and 
Murphy went into retreat. 

While in New York he told 
wondrous tales. He said that he was 
on his way around the world and that 
he had gone to the Waldorf-Astoria be- 
cause he understood it was the best ho- 
te] in the city. When questioned by the 
clerk as to the whereabouts of his bag- 
gage he replied in a lofty manner that 
he had sent his trunks to the pler, as he 
would leave for Europe in a few days. 
and had nothing but his hand baggage 
with him. 

He explained the source of his wealth 
by saying that a rich uncle had died and 
left him $250,000 to do what he would 
with, and that, knowing that he would 
put it all to good use, had not even 
left it in trust.

Rhodes, asking him if he was reia.eu 
to James Rhodes, and explaining the 
circumstances of his adoption. 

The real estate man, must fnterested 
by the unusual letter, wrote to William- 
son, giving the name of an old resident 
of Kiowa. Willlamson wrote to this 
man, J. B. Cramer, repeating his story. 
Cramer had known the’ Willlamsons and 
had heard of the adoption of Fred. He 
had heard, too. of the return of a man 
swvho said he was Fred's father. but he 
had no fdea where this man was. 

Cramer spoke to many of his ac- 
quaintances about the letter he had re- 
celved from Willlamson. One of those 
friends was in Jett. a village 17 miles 
from Kiowa, when he met a man named 
Rhodes.

Bad Fence on Adjoining Land 


No Excuse. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 24.—-A case 
of more than ordinary interest to farm- 
ers was decided by the Court of Ap- 
peals. The importance of the case lies 


not in the amount involved, but in the 
settlement of certain questions arising 
from the killing of stock by railroads. 
The Court held that even though stock 
belonging to persons whose land does 
not adjoin the right-of-way of the rail- 
road gets upon the track and is Killed, 
the railroad is responsible if it is

It has been noticed that the flv does 
not seem to approach animals while 
standing in or above the water, even 
if the part where the eggs are likely 
to be placed are above water. as in 
the case of cattle standing upon rocks 
in the running stream. 

Cattle in Water Immune. 

The eggs of the heelfly are occasion- 
ally placed on the flanks and lower 
portions of the animal's body. Down 01 
the Perdinales River, it has been no- 
ticed by cattlemen that eittle will 
come to the water as early as 9 a. m. 
to escape the persecutions of the flies, 
and remain there for the most part 
standing on exposed rocks in the 
stream until 5 p.m. 

It was noticed that the flies were 
quite abundant along the banks of tie 
stream, but none of them svem dis- 
posed to approach the cattle out in the 
water or on the rocks, where many of 
them were resting. 

One of the most noticeable features 
connected with the presence *of this fiv 
among cattle is the intense excitement 
which it /causes, often amounting to 
frenzy, stAmpeding the stock and caus- 
ing them to run _ violently: through 
shrubbery or to water. where the fly 
will not follow them. This terror is 
evidently _not inspired by. any ~ pain 
caused by the depositing of the eggs, 
and is believed to be from the instinctive 
dread among the animals of the conse- 
quences. 

Much Actna] Injury Results. 

The injury done to cattle fattening on 
the range in the early spring by these 
flies is very great. A cow quietly graz- 
ing will suddenly spring forward, 
throw up her tail and make for the 
nearest water at a headlong gait. Seem- 
ingly deprived at the moment of every 
instinct except the desire to escape, she 
will often rush over a high bluff if 
in the way, and in. many instances is 
killed by the fall. This, with miring 
in water holes, and the fact that the 
cattle are kept from egfazing, is what is 
responsible for the loss. 

As obsefved in the act of egg laving, 
the flies approach the cattle very swi‘®- 
ly, being almost too quick in flight to 
be observed except at the very moment 
of placing the eggs. The eggs are fast- 
ened to the hairs usually four to six 
in number. The structure of the lower 
portion of the egg is of such a nature 
that it clasps the hair almost entirely 
and forms a very strong and firm at- 
tachment. 

The eggs once in position, the larvae 
rather than the eggs are carried into 
the mouth by means of the licking of 
the leg and the, rezvion about the hoof 
and the flank of the animal. The egg 
has the larvae already in 1t when d* 
posited, and it is believed the yvoung 
larvae escape from the egg as soon as 
it reaches ‘the mouth of the animal. 

Development of Larvae. 
The young larvae being carried into 
the mouth, soon penetrates the esopha- 
gus by means of its strong spines, These 
young larvae have been found in the 
walls of the esophagus, and it is not 
until about the end of December that 
they appear in the back of the animals 
as warbles or wolves, as they are ealled 
by many people. 
This, in brief, Is the history of what 
is known as the heel fly among Texas 
cattlemen. The adult insect is ahout the 








size of the common honey bee. It is 
about one-half an inch long, the gener- 
al color black, and is clothed with vel- 
lowish white and reddish brown and 
black hairs. 

A few months ago there was quite a 
discussion among stockmen as to wheth- 
er or not there was such a thing as the 
heel fiy, some of them maintaining 
that the insect was a myth, but a num- 
ber of them were caught and sent to 
doubting Thomases here in Fort Worth, 
and there now seem to be but little 
question as to the fact that there {js 
stucn an insect, 

The heel fly seems to be pretty well 
distributed throughout the South and 
West, and its actions are the same in 
each locality, The animal that discovers 
one of these insects in its vicinity looses 
no time in seeking another location, and 
the antics that some of them cut in 
passing are positively ludicrous,

He is like a bald- 
headed man trying to sell a hair re- 
storer.”’ 

‘‘We should be far healthier if every 
chemist’s shop.in England were demol- 
ished.”’ ‘“‘What is a surgical. operation? 
Only manual labor.”’ 

“| don’t believe in morality. 
disciple of Bernard Shaw.” 

“It shows want of taste to speak of 
death, especially in the presence of a 
medical man.” 

“If you knew as much as I do about 
the ignorance and superstition of pa- 
tients, you would wonder at doctors be- 
ing as honest as they are.” 

The play is very successful, although 
the critics agree that it is not a play 
at all, only a discourse, a la Shaw. in 
three acts and an epilogue. - 

Briefly, the fundamental idea of * The 
Doctor’s Dilemma” is this: 
A famous consultant can, if he will, 
save the life of a young rascal of an 
artist. He can take him into his hos- 
pital, where he makes wonderful cures 
of tuberculosis’ cases. 

The doctor knows the artist is not 
only bad to the core, but a genius. He 
knows, too, that some day the artist's 
wife will find her husband out. So to 
save the wife the pain and shame of 
the inevitable discovery, the doctor 
turns the artist over to an ass, a fash- 
ionable physician, and lets his patient 
be murdered—‘‘murdered,” is Shaws 
word. The chief problem the play of- 
fers for discussion is, of course: 

“Was the doctor right?”

HOUGH official warnings of the im- 
perding collapse of the age-strick- 
en Four Oourts greet the visitor 


wherever he turns within the great build- 
ing, thousands of people of St. Louis and 
tae Southwest still continue daily to risk 
their lives in it. The structure was declared 
unsafe about ten years ago. It was then 
‘‘peinforoed’’ from the foundation up. A 
few months ago it was declared unsafe, and 
‘reinforved’’

There is now great fear througiout: the build nz. 
Officials believe they take their lives in their hands 
when they enter it for their labors. Others are un- 
nerved and find it almost impossible to calmly do 
their work. 

Prisoners enter the holdover with a sinking of tne 
heart. Horror of what may befall the Four 
Courts inmates is constantly before the minds of the 
throngs in its corridors and courtrooms. Most of 
them feel that any momeni tine toppling of a column 
may strike them with a terror forbidding escape. 

Chief of Police Creecy took his office in the Four 
Courts a short time after the alleged strengthening 
of the building. Warning placards in glaring red ad- 
vising him to leave the building ‘‘at the first sign of 
falling plaster,’ stared at him from every wall, He 
says that he felt distressed. 

*But,”’ he says, ‘my duty is to remain here, and I 
must. I assured myself that the great city of St. 
Louis would not be careless of the lives of its serv- 
ants. After the first day or so in the building, I felt 
better. But one morning the condition of the bufiding 
seemed to weigh on my mind with pecullar emphasis. 
I looked upwarua. That instant a scale of paint from. 
the wooden ceiling lit on my cheek. 

“IT have always felt that I was a brave officer, 
that I could prove so on occasion, but that little 
scale of paint tested me. Had I been unprepared 
by previous thought of the threatened collapse of. 
the building, | might have been consumed with fear. 
I dread disaster. However, I must stick to this post 
and work with death. I can't attempt to analyse my 
feclings. It's bad enough to have to make an effort 
to keep them @ ”

escaped « fall of plaster in his office, stated that he 
would @k the jury to take up the condition of the 
Four Courts and make recommendations on the in- 
formation gleaned from builders and officials. But 
buliders and even officials disagree. 

“Attending to my duties," says Mr. “in 
this ramshackle old Four Courts with the of 
death constantly in the nerves, is about the most un- 
pleasant thing I eveg uxperienced. The danger to 
this building is imminemt, but official red tape makes 
it remote. When I think of the hundreds and often 
thousands o. people in this building every day, I 
see Death in Time's robe hovering near with the 
reaper’s scythe. é 

“When I\walk down those great iron stairways 
and think of that ponderous dome smashing right 
down through the building, I have about as vivid 
visions of Samson's last feat of strength as you can 
imagine. No picture you ever saw of Samson pulling 
the building down over a@ terrified lot of people de- 
picts half what the calamity would be if this build- 
ing should fall. 

“The public is afraid of ‘this bullding, however, and 
fear in the public mind is hope to us officials who 
must stay in the building. We haven't power to con- 
jenn it or to remove the danger of calamit) We 
just have to sit still in our office or walk about In 
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fear 
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the discharge of our duty and pray.’’ 

A few days ago City Attorney Thomas L. Anderson 
was in the Four Courts with appeal cases in the 
Court of Criminal Correctiof®. He was frightened 
and made no effort to conceal his fear. 

“Boys,” said he afterwards, speaking to some 
friends, “I was certainly frightened. Why, do you 
know, that Three C’s floor worked up and down with 
me while I prosecuted the city appeal cases. The 
aisles were packed in that courtroom so tightly that 
you could hardly squeeze in or out. I went through 
my work With tHe fear of being crushed by falling 
walls at any moment. 

“Once when the floor sagged and made a creaking 
noise my heart rose to my throat, and the fear it 
gave me almost paralyzed my speech. Then I looked 
over the courtroom and. wondered how the women 
would get out if the collapse was near. Then the 
perfect horror of the thing struck me. 1 thought of 
death. I am naturally imaginative, and the ghastly 
picture the creaking floor shot through my mind wilt 
never leave me until this building is either torn down 
or abandoned. I looked about for a place of safety 
and planned to leap to the door leading into the 
Judge's chamber, figuring that the wall might stand 
if only the floor gave way. 

“I am afraid to go into the structure. I feel that 
I do wrong when I do, because my life is not all my 
own. This is a very natural feeling, but what can I 
say about the thousands of others in the building who 
couldn't-leap to a door? 

“What about the locked-in prisoners? They could 
not possibly escape. Go out into that room in the 
west wing and put your hand through that crack 
in the south wall. Accompany your hand with the 
thought of what such danger means. It will make 
your heart sink. If you don’t have a desire to run, 
it'll be because you don’t really care.”’ 

Charles P, Johnson, the veteran criminal lawyer, 
in the Three C’s Court a few days ago, became 
frightened at the condition of the building and ap- 
pealed to the court, couching his words bravely, how- 
ever, in an announcement that his fear of the build- 
ing caused him an “uncomfortable feeling.’’ He 
asked for a continuance of his cases until assurance 
could be had that he could try them in a Safe bulid- 
ing. 

Thomas Ward, secretary 
Commissioners, says: 

‘During the trial of the police graft cases, hundreds 
of people crowded into the board room, and each 
time the crowd jostled the building trembled. Bulia- 
ing Commissioner Smith heard of the crowds and 
rushed into the room and whispered to the Presi- 
dent. Mr. Stewart then told the crowd that the build- 
ing was not considered safe under such weight, and 
added that if they remained it would be at their own 
risk of life. I myself feel ag if Death is hovering 
over us the longer we stay in this building. To en- 
dure it at all we must not think about it.” 

Dr. Faulkner, general manager of police property. 
usually as silent as a sphinx, is alarmed. He is cred- 
ited with placing the red placards throughout the 
Four Courts warning people to leave the building im- 
mediately upon the first sign of falling plaster. Dr. 
Faulkner spends as ittle time as possible in the 
building. 

To the statements of President O'Reilly of the Board 
of Pubfflc Improvements that the building is “per- 
fectly safe’ and of Building Commissioner Smith that 
it is “practiolly safe,” the general manager gives 
only a deep-throated grunt, then says: “If the bulld- 
ing was safe what would be the sense of having these 
warnings posted all over the place?’ 

Mayor Wells says he is “assured by his officials” 
that the Four Courts is not in a dangerous condition 
since the new beams have been put tn. But the con- 
dition of the building Is no different from that of 
have fallen while their Owners fought 
tearing them down, 
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Judge Willis H. Clark, who gat in the Court of 
Criminal Correction, in the dangerous west wing of 
the building, for four years, ending in 1903, Says that 
he was in constant fear of his life during his full 
term, and often found it almost impossible to keep 
his mind on court proceedings when the elements 
rocked -the unsafe structure and caused its weakened 
timbers to creak and loosen plaster over the heads 
of thousands of people. 

“This building is unsafe,’’ he says. “I am in it today 
a few moments at the risk of my life. The floor in 
front of the Judge’s bench has never been safe. It 
may go down at any moment. 

“Today the court was jammed with people. I was 
wedged among them. There were a thousand people 
in that room, and in the corridor, and the other 
courts were almost equally as full. 

“TJ thought of all manner of horrible things. I felt 
the floor give under me. I saw women faint and 
heard others scream for help. Men and women tore 
each other in their mad desire to escape, 

“The ceiling above fell on us and the giant tower 
crushed the center wall. Then the whole building col- 
lapsed. And I was in the disaster, but viewed it 
from the outside. For moments nothing could be 
seen but the clouds of debris dust that hid the shriek- 
ing and groaning victims. 

“Every time I'm in this 
game feelings. It’s getting to be horrible. 
are others who feel just as I do awout it. 
the safety of this structure every minute. I’m going 
to get out of it right now. Come out and look at 
the stone facing of the walis—rotten and crumbling 
off. Pick it off with your hands,

and the commissioners are compelled tO risk their 
lives in this building. The holdover in the basement is 
daily and nightly filled with helpless prisoners, who 
could not obey the admonition to ‘leave the building 
immediately.’ 

“How long are hundreds of. lives to be thus jeopar- 
dized?) The condition of this building is a diagrace 
to the city, to the officials, to the people. Will it 
continue until the building fails, untill a, terrible 
catastrophe occurs? - 

“When the City Hospital burned, the city made 
temporary arrangement for the care of its unfortu- 
nate sick. Why isn't this Four Courts danger re- 
moved? Temporary quarters for the police and the 
courts should be found elsewhere. Do away with the 
holdover temporarily and confine the prisoners at the 
various stations throughout the city. 

“After these removals, take down the main struc- 
ture of the Four Courts, @r se much of it as remains 
over the basement, and leave the present holdover 
and the Jail. I think these things should be done to 
have human life. It is almost impossible to transact 
one’s business in the courts with the knowledge of 
death hanging over you, ready te strike at any in- 
stant. Assurances of temporary safety do not assure, 
when you know that the old shell is about to collapse. 

“The building is on higher ground than others about 
it. The storms and winds whip it and beat it, and if 
an exceptionally heavy wind should strike it where 
the wallg are weakest, I am sure the building would 
go down. ' 

“Such a catastrophe would probably come fm the 
day, and the number of people killed and injured 
would run into the hundreds. The damages which 
could be recovered for such deaths and injuries would 
be more than sufficient to build a new building as 
large as the present Four Courts. ; 
“Let us have this temporary quarters for police and 
courts before the building crushes us. After we get 
the temporary quarters it will be time enough to go 
ahead with the present plans for the new municipal 
building.”’ ‘ 

Circuit Attorney Sager sald that he was in constant 
fear of his life. His office Is In the east wing, close 
to the famous boodle Grand Jury room.

N CONSIDERING the dangerous condition of the Four Courts, the fact that St. Louis is in “the 
cyclone belt” must not be overlooked. The Four Courts in its present condition could not

every day. It’s so soft it doesn't hurt to be hit by 
it. Bee the slate on the dome? It's spongy. Every 
time it rains the janitorg and the whole Four Courts 
force of officials and employes have to run up with 
tubs and place them under the leaks 

“The tower is sagging and pushing downward to the 
west. Steel only could hold up the weight which Is 
now daily imposed upon the age-weakened wood 
beams. A féw years ago an inspection of the base- 
ment beams revealed that they were rotten. I 
wouldn't trust myself in the building a moment, if I 
didn't have to come. Its condition forces upon one's 
mind the awful eaning of the fact that ‘in the 
midst of life we ar@in death.’ ” 

One Grand Jury after another has discussed the 
Four Courts, but the building's vermin and scaly 
exterior seems to have been more in mind than tlre 
picture of crumpling, crushing walls and bruised, 
bleeding and dead human beings. 

A Building Commissioner recommended that the 
dome and towers come off, because they are mashing 
downward the trusses which support floors and walis. 
The Grand Jury accepted and acted upon the recom- 
mendation. Then came another lot of wise men, who, 
from their secret chamber, roundly rated the Com- 
missioner for even thinking of destroying the classic 
lines of architectural beauty by tearing off the dome. 

Charies T. Noland, an attorney, who practices in 
the Four Courts, writes: 

“The words on those red placards of warning, “This 
building is unsafe,” seem like uncanny *@rcasm to 
me. Men, women and’children are subpenaecd as wit- 
nesses and forced to enter that rotten old buliding 
and remain there until discharged by Court. Citizens 
are obliged by law to sit as jurors in the buflding, 
arid officials to perform their duties there. Lawyers 
who try criminal cases must either go there or 
abandon the practice.

HE danger of electing enthusiasts to of. 
fice has been strikingly illustrated 
in Iowa. These men, as has been 

showh in New York, occasionally slide into 
positions of authority unknown to the pub- 
lic. Then they proceed to exhibit activity 
in enforcing laws which look well on the 
statute books but are not supposed to have 
any other purpose than an ornamental one. 
The idea seems to prevail among such peo- 
ple that laws were intended to be enforced, 
and that the public wants them enforced.

into court! No wonder the poor man is 
seriously regarded as being out of his mind! 
S Today he is as well known throughout Des 

Moines as Gov.. Cummins, far better known 
than the Mayor and occupies a unique position ot 
prominence wherever he goes, the fame of his deeds 
having spreati all over the country. He is the man 
who does things, and he does*them with a vengeance. 

To begin with, nobody expected him to be elected. 
He had been nominated for Alderman on the Scratch- 
ers’ ticket against one of the best-known Republi- 
ean leaders of Des Moines. But the people had be- 
come tired of boss dictation and revolted.

A Real Strenuous Life 


HE most striking example of what an unknown man can do in an obscure position that West- 
ern politics have disclosed for many a year is the record of J. L. Hamery, the painter who 
unexpectedly became Alderman of Des Moines. He has been officeholder only six 

months, but has already attained a reputation that has traveled far outside his State ag “the man 
who does things.” Incidentally, he has stirred up the animals as no man in Iowa for many a 
vear. A calendar might be made of his recent acts, in this manner: 

April—Unexpectewy elected to office. 

May—Arrests a half dozen leading citizens of Des Moines for scorching in their automobiles. 

June—Arrests masculine members of a wedding party, including a half dozen of the leading 
young society men of the city, for getting too hilarious at farewell dinner to groom-elect. 

June—Single-handed raids a gambling den and arrests 25 poker players, whom he escorts to 
the Police Station unaided. 

July—Causes arrest of millionaire manager of street railway company on the charge of brib- 
ery and produces three prominent men as witnesses, whom he had hidden in his house, to witness

the transaction. 

August—Is nominated by Socialists of Iowa for Governor against Albert B. Cummins, but de- 
clines the honor. 

September—Declares street railway company has caused his house and effects to be searched 
in ag effort to find some hidden chapter in his life. Tells story of his life, admitting his name is 
assumed and that he took part in a shooting brawl! in the Wild West. 

October—Leads a mass meeting called as a result of failure of the Grand Jury to indict the 
millionaire street car magnate, the meetings the most strenuous and fiery ever held in the State, 
with personal encounters imminent a score of times.

Both Hippee and Hadley were arrested and released 
under bond. Exactly 10 days later Alderman Hamery 
flashed into the municipal limelight again by stat- 
ing that his house and effects had been ransacked 
by the street railway company in an effort to dis- 
cover his evidence or reveal some secret of his own 
life that would disqualify him. 

“One man, an employe of the water company, came 
to my. home and while pretending te look for a leak 
in one of the water pipes ransacked the house from 
bottom on top,”’ declares Mr. Hamery. “Papers of a 
private character were taken from my desk and 
looked over. Other men have done the same thing 
when I was away from home. 

“Recently a young man who said he was a cor- 
respondent for some Minneapolis newspaper came 
to see me. He sald he wanted to get a history ef my 
life in his paper. His story did not seem to be very 














plausible and he was plainly i{I) at ease. I spotted 
him for a street-car spy and would not talk with 
him.” 

Thereupon, taking the bull by the horns, Alderman 
Hamery proceeded to publish tn one of the newspa- 
pers the complete story of his life from the day of 
his birth to that moment. He was born July 17, 
1871, in Northfield, Minn. He lived in Minnesota and 
North Dakota until he was 15 years of age, working 
around in the community at whatever odd jobs he 
could pick up. 

“at that time I could not speak anything but Nor- 
I slowly picked up English.”’ 

At the age of 15 he went to Montana and worked 
as a cowboy for four years, the ranch being about 
one hundred miles from Billings. He returned to 
Minnesota, worked there for several years, and 11 
years ago went to Des Motnes, attending college 
for two years and working steadily at his profes- 
sion thereafter until elected. 

In the course of his story Alderman Hamery ad- 
mitted that he was going under an assumed name. 
The change was only slight, however, his real name 
being Hamre. He changed it, he asserted, because 
in the little Minnesota town where he had lived there 
were two John Hamres and they were always getting 
mixed up. He had just commenced to write love :et- 
ters to the girls and he did not want the replies going 
to the other fellow. 

“I had just reached that point where I was begin- 
ning to correspond with the girls,” said the Alder- 
man, “and the other fellow by the name of John 
Hamre used to get my letters. Of course he had to 
read them and send them about among the fellows, 
and it was more than I could stand. I then took the 
name of John Hamery and the other fellow soon dis- 
covered that the American way of spelling his name 
was the way I had taken it. He also changed and 
the trouble again commenced. 

“My father’s name was John L. Hamre, so I as- 
sumed his middie initial, and I have maintained it 
ever since I was 721 years of age. 

“TI have no doubt that it will be brought up against 
me in the coming trial of the street car magnates 
on the charge of bribery, but I will wager that there 
are families whose names are as much construed as 
mine and that they will admit it.’’ 

Later on, however, it developed that there was one 
little incident Alderman Hamery wished kept from 
the public. He walks with a iimp, and being asked 
how this came about, finally told the whole story. 

“Well, while 1 don't care to say much about that, 
since it's up to me to tell all about my past life te 
satisfy the street car company men, even to what my 
wife's cousin's daughter died of, I'll tell you this. 

“It was out In ..ontana. I was still a boy. A big 
Frenchman and I had a quarrel. He attacked me and 
I knocked him unconscious, I started back. to camp,

The rest of the story may be briefly summarized. 

In September Alderman Hamery, four months be- 
fore totally unknown, was neminated for Governor 
by the Socialist party in regular State convention. 
The party had polled a heavy vote two years before, 
the honor was considerable. But Aléerman Hamery 
declined the nemination, not hearing of it until after 
the convention was adjourned, saying there was ali 
the work he could do being Alderman for ene city 
ward, let alone .rying te run State affairs. 

In October the street car situation reached a crisia 
Alderman Hamery and his three witnesses went be 
fore the grand jury and submitted all their evidence 
An indictment was expected dally. 

But one day the grand jury adjourned, ignoring the 
charges against Mr. Hippee and Mr. Hadley. 

The people Hamery wanted to have indicted have 
not been indicted. 

An indignation meeting was called; members ef the 


grand jury volunteered te make speeches. Alderman 
Hamery announced he would tell the whole story 
and exhibit the very meney the magnate had paid 
him, 

The mass meeting fizzled out. Hot speeches were 
made, blows almost exchanged; the meeting voted 
down the resolution denouncing the grand jury. There 
the matter stands today. 

What will Alderman Hamery do next? He has 
sprung some sensation each month of his office; he 
can be relied on te keep up the record.

Historians and patriots, headed by the Daughters 
of the Revolution and aided by the children 
of States and territories west of the Missouri, are 
wow reviving interest in it.

From the day of the burros 
to the present time when comimemorators, in auto- 
mobiles, are following the dim outlimes of the once 
Kreat highway, marks a panorama of development 
probably unequaled by any other section of the world.

Much of the traffic from the latter places, too, went by the “Northern Route” to Denver and 
across the Kucky Mountains through Utah. But the Santa Fe Trail is the great historic, pictur- 
esque and romantic highway of the Commerce of the Prairies. 

“The height of freighting was 1859 to 1869,” says Charles F. Lummis in MeClure’s, 
population then on the plains was nearly 250,000. In 1865 over %1,000,000 pounds of freight was 
shipped from Atchison alone, requiring 4917 wagons, 6164 mules, 27.685 oxen and 1256 men. And 
this was but a drop in the bucket. Russell, Majors and Waddell at top-notch employed alone 6259 
big wagons and 75,000 oxen. 

“At high-tide the investment reached a figure beside which 
tupenny. The huge ‘Conestoga,’ ‘Pittsburg’ or ‘Pennsylvania’ wagons cost $800 to $1500 each: 
first-class mules (and none other would do), 8500 to $1000 a pair; harness $300 to S600 to the ten 
mule-team—a total of $2600 to $7100 per wagon besides salaries, provisions and incidentals. 

“Ben Holliday—whose career reads like fiction—-was the Overland Napoleon. At the height of his 
business he operated nearly 5000 miles of daily mail stages with about 500 coaches and 
wagons, 500 freight wagons, 5000 horses and mules and a host of oxen. On the main 
®750 horses and mules and 100 Concord coaches, It cost $55,000 for the harness: 
a million a year. To equip and run this line the first 12 months cost $2,425,000. 
paid Holliday a million a year in contracts. In 1864 grain was worth 25 cents a pound and hay 
up to $125 a ton. In one day Dave Street contracted at St. Louis for seven Missouri River steamers 
to load With corn for Holliday’s Overland mules and horses.”

HE Santa Fe Trail has much repute outside its own country. 
parallel the old highway in places are besieged for information concerning historie spo.. 
from the time they leave Kansas City until they reach Albuquerque. 
That this information is badly needed is shown by some foolish questions and amusirg inei- 
r~dents. Easterners have been known to come to the Missouri River fully prepared to follow the Trail 
from there to Santa Fe in an automobile or on a bicycle, expecting to find a broad, well-kept high- 
way. Others appreciating the fact that the Santa Fe Trail is now practically nothing but a 
memory, have thought to make the same trip in that manner for its historic interest. 

One man has recently gone over a large part of it on horseback, and the fact that in many 
places he found a wide difference of opinion as to just where it ran shows the need of a move such 
as the present to mark the entire route with inscribed stones.

Oxen more frequently ran amuck when, crazed with 
thirst, they approached a river or water hole. Only 
the most skillful of drivers could keep them from 
rushing over high banks, under such circumstances, 
miring themselves and upsetting the wagons. 

During early history of the Trail the Indians 
were entirely peaceful. Later, however, they became 
the worst enemies the traders had. As in practically 
every other relation tf tween white men and Indians, 
these dangerous cona,tions were first brought about 
by the action of the whites. 

The traders and plainsmen had no trouble with 
the Indians: until the ambitious tenderfoot from the 
East entered the Santa Fe trade and began shooting 
down the red men whenever they came about the 
camp, no matter how peaceful their errands. 

I'ntil this procedure stirred the Indians to hatred 
the worst enemies the travers had were renegade 
white men and Mexicans. These pirates of the plains 
frequently lo ted small trains, killing all the people, 
stealing whatever was of value to them and burning 
the wagons. 

Chief among the leaders of this character its said 
to have been Charies Bent, son of Col. Bent, one of 
the most famous of the early traders, and a Cheyenne 
squaw. Charles Bent was educated in “one of the 
best «chools in St. Louts,"’ but relapsed Into savagery 
and haunted the Santa Fe Trail, killing hundreds of 
traders during his lfetime. 

Every man accompanying a wagon train was thor- 
oughly armed and was hired with the understanding 
that to fight Indians and highwaymen was as much 
a part of his duty as to drive oxen. But these were 
of little avail when the attacking party numbered 
thousands as against a scant few dozen white men. 

In spite of the enormous traffic between the Mis- 
River and the Southweat the Santa Fe

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Trail the United States Government never sent but 
two escorts of troops either with wagon trains or, 
later, mail stages. These only went a short dis- 
tance from the river, and in one instance thé wagon 
train was attacked and destroyed by Indians almost 
before the troops had disappeared from sight en their 
return trip. 

Judging from the statement of an authority that 
as many as 50,000 ox-yokes were sold annually et 
Independence during the height of the Santa Fe 
traffic the total number of wagons that passed over 
the trail must have been enormous. And besides the 
wagons a@ caravan would frequentiy have as many 
as 300 pack mules, each carrying 5) pounds. Thus 
was the great Santa Fe Trail worn into a deep 
rutted highway. 

With the outbreak of the war with Mexico the trall 
fell into disuse. After the discovery of gold in Call- 
fornia it was again jadopted, this time becoming an 
overland route to the Pacific instead of stopping at 
Santa Fe as it had previously. From Santa Fe to 
California the route of the trail is far north of the 
Santa Fe Railway. It crossed the Colorado River at 
Lee's Ferry, and went on west to sOmewhere near 
Death Valley, then te the gold fields and San Francig- 
co. It is thought that ultimately the route will be 
marked clear to the coast, although the present move- 
ment extends only from the eastern terminus to San- 
ta Fe. 

It was contemporaneous with the gold rush of “49 
that the mail route was started over the Santa Fe 
Trail. and July 1, 1850, the first mail stage left In- 
dependence. Of this the Missourl Commonwealth of 
that date. a copy of which is preserved by the Kan- 
sas Historical Society, *ays: 

‘We alluded briefly some days since to the Santa 
Fe line of mail stages. which left this city on fits 
first monthly journey on the 18st instant. The stages 
are got up in elegant style, and are each arranged to 
convey eight passengers. The bodies are beautifully 
painted and made water-tight, with a view of using 
them as boats in ferrying streams. The team con- 
sist of six mules to each coach. The mall ts guarded 
by eight men, armed as follows: Each man has at 
his side, fastened tn the stage, one of Co't's revolve 
ing rifles: in a .olster below, one of Colt'’s long ree 
volvers, and in his belt a small Colt's revolver ang 
a hunting knife: so that these eight men are ready, 
in case of attack, to discharge 136 shote withou? 
having to reload.” 

Later thé: monthly stage service was increased te 
one a week, then to three and finally, in the early 
‘60s, a daily stage started from each end of the route, 
carrying passengers, there still being only one mall 
& month. : 

Each coach carried eleven passengers, nine inside— 
three on a seat—and two outside with the driver. The 
fare to Santa Fe from the Missouri River was 824 
and 3% centa a pound for all baggage in excess of 
forty pounds. If everything went lovely tlhe trip te 
Santa Fe was made in two weeks. If you were tum- 
bled down a precipice or into a river by a drunken 
driver or met a party of Indians the schedule was 
extended indefinitely. 

That was before the days of Pullman sicepers, fo 
the passengers sat up all the way. Occasional stage 
stations had sprung up by this time, and at these you 
could get a bite to eat if you hurried, or if the sta- 
tion hadn't been burned and the agent killed by In- 
diane previous to your arrtval. 

‘For a monthly mall from the Missouri to Stockton, 
Cal, via Albuquerque, the Government paid 939. in 
14, and, according to Charles F. Lummis. one of 
the historians of the Santa Fe Trall, received from 
that service $1,265.

The amount of taxes remitted is $1,818,335. In 


stead of raising this amount from the taxpayers, it For interest on State indebtedne-- 


will be deducted from the general fund of the State 
to meet certain fixed expenditures. The school tax, 
amounting to $643,680, goes back to the taxpayers in 
the support of the public schools. 

Never before since the law was passed providing 
for State aid for common’ schools has any part o! 
the school tax been remitted. During the La Fol. 
lette administration some of the usual State taxes 
were cut out, but none of the remissions ever ap- 
proached the amount of that made this week. 

On Oct. 1 the balance in the general fund of the 
State Treasury, the fund out of which is taken the 
amount of the taxes just remitted, and out of which 
come the general expenses of the State, was $2,129,- 
411, or nearly $1 for every person in the State.
